REGIONAL NOTES 

Regional Notes - Oregon 

In reminiscing about the entomological events of the past 
year, I paused to remember the many people who have helped make 
outings and get-togethers very enjoyable and educational. 

One such gentleman, Mark Sitter, is now spending a year in 
Australia as part of a university foreign exchange program. Un¬ 
fortunately, he was unable to hear Stanford University's Paul 
Ehrlich, entomologist and population ecologist, speak at Oregon 
State University. 

The Oregon Entomological Society also had its own activities, 
including election of officers in January. In late April, many 
members made an expedition to Lower Table Rock in southwest Ore¬ 
gon. Our mission was to aid in a survey of the fauna of the 
area for the Nature Conservancy, the agency which owns the rock. 
Bad weather, treacherous roads, poison oak, scorpions, a rattle¬ 
snake, and a black widow kept us alert and tried our patience. 

My own excursions to Silver Falls State Parck in western 
Oregon and to the Alvord Desert in southwest Oregon were plagued 
by foul weather, too, but were still enjoyable. Sighting a gold¬ 
en eagle and collecting many insects highlighted the trip to 
Alvord and the nearby Malheur National Wildlife Refuge. 

Speaking of deserts, a new facility, the Oregon High Desert 




Museum, is under construction in central Oregon. The museum 
is due to open in 1982 and will provide tourists with a variety 
of learning opportunities. 

I am saddened to report that three of Oregon's great ento¬ 
mologists passed away this year. Dr. Herm Scullen, a well-known 
authority on Hymenoptera, Dr. Robert Furniss, a pioneer in for¬ 
est insect control, and Adolph Roth, research entomologist, all 
died recently. 

Here's another sobering note: it has been confirmed that 
the gypsy moth in now in Oregon! 

Well, with butterfly counts and various displays coming soon, 
you will hear from me again very shortly I'm sure. Good luck and 
best wishes to everyone.
